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Fesfivalof American Folklife

SAN FRANCISCO 一 For the 
firsttime in its eight-year history， 
the Annual Festival of American 
Folklife invited a group of 15 
Chinese Americans from San 
Francisco to participate in its 
Summer program held in Wash- 
ington, D.C., from July 2 to 6. 

The summer festival， spon- 
sored by the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion and National Parks Service， 
annually draws together Ameri- 
cans of Native American，Mexi- 
can，Japanese，Ltalian，African， 
and German descent， The four- 
day event features demonstra- 
tionsi of .ethnic American craft， 
dance, music, and cooking. 

UP until now，hno Chinese- 
Americans have been allowed to 
participate. 

OVERFLOW 

Held on the spacious green of 
the Washington Mall，this 
month's Festival of American 
Folklore drew overflow crowds. 
FEor many of the spectators，this 
was their first real exposure to 


Chinese Americans. 
”MIary Southerners Who cairne 


to the festival in Washington， 
D.C., said they had never seen a 
Chinese before this,”coordinator 
Shirley Sun commented. 

The San Francisco group，or- 
ganized by the Chinese Culture 
KEoundation, attracted a large and 
interested body of testival specta- 
tors in the “Regional Americans” 
Section，one of six main cate- 
gories at the Festival. 

Anna Koh and her son，David， 
demonstrated northern Chinese 
cooking in one tent while Mar- 
garet Wong busied herself pre- 
paring Cantonese cuisine in an- 
other. 

In other sections，Andrea Ja 
and Pamela Ramsing. performed 
a Chinese shadow play before 


curious onlookers. Chinese crafts 


like Kitemaking，ribbon-making， 
and fan-making，and games like 
Chinese shuttlecock (tcjiem 
ze)j and diablo (feng cAzu) caught 
many a Spectator' s fancy. 
WORKING PEOPLE 

Most of the San Francisco con- 
tingent were not professionals 
but working people， Sun ex- 
plained, doing what many regard 
as hobbies and natural interests. 

Ironically，for a culture rich in 
tojkjore, music，and other tradi- 
tons，Chinese Americans were 
not represented in the“Working 
Americans,” “Family Folklore,” 
and “Old Ways in the New 
World”programs at the Smith- 
sonian tfestival. 

Pojitical difficulties hampered 
early negotiations with Smith- 
sonian officials at the outset, Sun 
explained. Last year, the Chinese 
Culture Foundation was informed 
by Ralph Rinzer，director of the 
Eestival, that they could not take 
part in “Old Ways in the New 
World” because of the United 
States' ambivajlent stance toward 
Peking and Taiwan. 

In keeping with tradition，each 


了 


ethnic group is invited to the 
Festival along with representa- 
tives from their country of origin . 

“They didntknow which China 
should be invited,” Sun noted. 
“Therefore all Chinese Ameri- 
cans Were excluded from partici- 
pating. Consequently we were 
told we could not attend. We felt 
this was wrong.” 

IMPRESSED 

Finally，Bess Hawkes，director 
of the Regional Americans pro- 
gram (which includes the Cali- 
fornia heartland and Northern 
Plains) came to San Francisco at

the invitation of the Chinese 
Culture Foundation. Impressed 
with the performances she saw at 
the center，she then invited the 
group to Washington，D.C.，for 
this summer' s festival. 

Next year a larger group is 
planned, according to Sun.“Chi- 
nese Americans should not be 
Systematically excluded from this 
program. Our point is to show 
that Chinese culture is a living 
tradition，and to demonstrate 
that it is not monolithic but re- 
flects many different regional 
traditions.”

SAN FRANCISCO 一 Eighteen 
California communities have re- 
ceived $7 million in federal funds 
oOVer the past two years to im- 
prove their emergency medical 
SerVvices ( 卫 MS). 

The program，which provides 
for comprehensive emergency 
medical services systems to im- 
prove and coordinate ambulance 
and hospital care and give 
prompt，professional medical 
care to _ emergency patients，was 
created by legislation introduced 
by Senator Cranston and signed 
into law in 1973.

Over $400,000 was raised by 
thousands of JACL members to 
complete the project. 

ISSEI 

The dedication committee co- 
chairpersons，Dr. Terry Hayashi 
and Jack Kusaba， announced 
that the national headquarters 
building will be dedicated to the 
contributions of the Issei，first- 
generation Japanese-Americans. 
According to Dr. Hayashi, “The 
building committee was unani- 
mous in. their feelings that the 
Jssei should be so honored as the 
cormerstone of the new head- 
quarters building. 


gether 209 communities _ across 
the country have so far received 
federal assistance to develop 
emergency medical care systems 
under his program. 
CATALYST 

The systems，Cranston said， 
Serve as a“catalyst for organiz- 
ingthe community”s health facili- 
ties” so that essential medical 
Services will be available to acci- 
dent victims and people felled by 
heart attacks and strokes, 

Cranston said some 175,000 
people die needlessly each year 
because they are unable to get 
adequate imedical care ip an 
emergency. 


“The willingness to provide 
matching support at a time when 
local government is facing severe 
budgetary problems,” Cranston 
said, “indicates the high priority 


emergency medical services are - 


given in communities across the 
Dation.” 

Cranston noted that HEW de- 
termined that 400 emergency 
medical services systems could 
be established nationwide，He 
urged the committee to include 
$70 million for the development 
of EMS systems and an addi- 
tional $5 million for research in

It attract- 
ed enquiries from Japanese and 
Chinese sources，among others. 
We can only repeat that the 
reliable source for this report re- 
ceived his information from an 
equally reliable contact in Tai- 
pei.

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The New Acupuncture Bill 


The controversial acupuncture bill sponsored by .Senator 
George Moscone was recently signed into law by Governor 
Brown ( 卫 /W July 16). The new law authorizes an Acupunc- 
ture Advisory Committee to be appointed in the near future 
by the governor. The committee will prescribe the duties and 
powers of the Board of Medical 了 xaminers as they relatevto 
the regulation of the practice of acupuncture. The new law 
will go into effect next year. 

Chinese-Americans have never doubted the effectiveness 
of acupuncture， Acupuncture，together with moxibustion， 
therapeutic massage，diagnosis by pulse-taking，the use of 
herbs,， bone and muscle healing techniques，and other Chi- 
nese medical practices，has benefited the East Asian people 
for centuries. We believe that it's time that the West should 
change its attitude toward traditional Chinese medicine. The 
medical profession should drop its bias，and study and ab- 
sorb these ancient healing techniques. On the other hand，we 
believe that for the good of the public，as well as the pro- 
fession the practice of acupuncture should be limited to the 
licensed practitioners. 

We commend Senator Moscone， Governor Brown，and the 
California Legislature for making this bill possible. We are 
looking forward to the governor's appointing well-qualified 
persons to the miew Acupuncture Advisory Committee.

Schmitz and Abe Ruef， Coinci- 
dentally，there was a devious 
plan to drive the Chinese out of 
the Chinatown area and to re- 
locate them in Hunter's Point.

In San Francisco, the Chinese Historical Society of 攻 SpOon- 
sored a three-day conference as an American Revolution Bicenten- 
nial Observance, The theme of the national conference, was “The 
Life，Influence and the Role of the Chinese in the United States， 
1776-1960.” 

Just why the cut-off date was set at 1960 was a Inystery to a. great 
many participants since the Bicentennial dates are 1776 to 1976. 
When one of the:conference attendees attempted to ask Chinese 
Historical Society President Thomas Chinn why the official title le 信 
off at 1960，he mumbled something about no information on new 
immigrants since 1960 and leaving contemporary history for future 
historians to _ deal with. Before .过 could be pointed out that the 
conference program .itself listed topic items that date after 1960， 
Chinn abruptly cut off discussion and announced that nothing more 
would be said about the 1960 cut-off date. His non-response to the 
first question of the conference set the tone for the next three qdays. 

As students，scholars，librarians，and just plain folks presented 
papers and reports, told stories or showed films or slides，rmany 
generalizations and assumptions were made about the history of 
the Chinese in.America， When conference participants attempted 
to-challenge or correct inaccuracies，the conference planners re- 
fused to recogmnize the challengers. 

The conference sponsors were so afraid of offending the feelings 
of their hand-picked presenters that they sacrificed good scholar- 
ship and.offended serious students of Chinese Americamn history. 
Because of this policy，statements that our Chinese American pio- 
neers Were all gamblers or prostitutes wentunchallenged. Partici- 
pants Were told of Chinese American 'individuals who are consid- 
ered “success stories” but were never told how “success ”Was 
measured or why such normal achievements were considered “suc- 
cess”for Chinese 记 America， People talked about the Exclusion 
Laws against the Chinese but forgot to mention the ITacism that 
allowed, rather demanded,that those laws be passed. 

In the prepared statermment published in the Conference Program， 
Thomas Chinn explained some of the reasons for the Conference: 
He said,“The Chinese American population will finally be able to 
share the results of research. . . . Young Chinese，who have all but 
ignored their past，will awake to the potential for research and 
specialization as historians of their own ethnic background, . : . In 
sponsoring this conference，the Society hopes to lay the 
work for creating greater participation in exploring the history of 
the Chinese ip America.” If this was their goal， the Society failed 
Imiserably.

In each ofthe sessions I was in， 
there was not adequate time for 
questions and comments after 
the presentation of historical 
papers， Members representing 
the Dupont Guy Collective who 
attempted to ask questions or 
challenge statements were told 
coldly that“there's no time”or 
were shouted down. 

Ifeel it is a mistake on the part 
of the conference coordinators to 
ignore those who came for a two- 
Way exchange of information . 
And by leaving out the last 15 
years of Chinese American his- 
tory, the conference passed over 
many notable achievements that 
we as Chinese Americans should 
know about. 


Instead of dqwelling on how suc- 


cessful Chinese Americans are 
now and how many Asians havVe 
married out of their race and 
somehow have “made 过” 也 
white America，what about the 
Iany imnmigrants Who _ are still 
coming over to the _racist society 
as ouUr ancestors know 过 over 3 
hundred years ago? It you look 
harder，things haven't really 
changedthat much. 

As _ minorities，we expect the 
white society to want to perpetu- 
ate the myth that we are“ “quiet” 
and “good” and_ are making 
“contributions”to their society， 
but when Chinamen of our own 
blood and background actively 
push that myth, it only hurts our 
Sense of self.

The signing of a commercial pact re-estabjishing air links be- 
tween Tokyo and Taipei represents a major success for Taipei and a 
boost to its morale when 让 has suffered one diplomatic defeat after 
another. 

Peking,， naturally, is indignant and 和 s initial very strong reaction 
maywWell signal a deterioration of relations with Japan. 

Wednesday'"s ceremony in Taipei also served to demonstrate that 
the Japanese Govenrment is no longer prepared to bow to the 
demands of Peking. 

了 Economic considerations are thought to have been the main 
reason why Japan signed the agreement. 

Indeed, Japan Air Lines recorded for the first time in its 12-year 
exlstence，a 40,000 million Yen ($133 million) defiicit in 1974，the 


year the Taipei-Tokyo service was suspended . 


It is only too clear to the Japanese operators that there i 
considerable revenue to be gained from .the “golden route 
Resumption of the air service will add greatly to the island7s coffers 
and help improve the economy. 

Taiwan is also greatly encouraged by the enormous political re- 
turns such a move is likely to bring. The statement in the Diet 
by the Japanese foreign minister，Mr. Kiichi Miyazawa，which 
amounted to a _ recognition of the Taiwan 和 fag，has，in Taiwan's 
View, restored its dignity and repaired its damaged image both at 
home and abroad . 

It has also strengthened the regime of General Chiang Ching-kuo 
which can claim that its policy of adhering strictly to principles has 
paid handsome dividends. 

Peking's reaction was one of indignation，particularly as it came 
at a tine when Sino-Japanese relations were stagnant. No progress 
has been made on the proposed Sino-Japanese Friendship and 
Amity Treaty，Japan refusing to budge on the “anti-hegemony” 
clause in spite of the continuous heavy pressures China has been 
exerting on all sectors of the Japanese community- 

The remarks by Peking"s spokesman on Sino-Japanese affairs， 
MIr. Liao Cheng-chih，are an ominous signs that China may take 
punitive measures against Japan，an action that many Japanese 
businessmen trading with the mainland are keen to avoid .

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Ancientf Chinese Prescripfions 
Found Preserved in Japan 


TOKYO 一 One of the world's 
most ancient collection of Chinese 
herbal prescriptions for common 
diseases has been found preserved in 
Japan. 

The ancient Chinese medical 
book is entitled Chierz CRrrz yao 
Farg (Thousand Gold Important 
Prescriptions). It is believed to be 
written and edited by Sun 9hi-mau， 
a legendary figure who is said to 
have lived in the period between the 
Sui Dynasty and the early Tang dy- 
nasty Under Emperor Tai-tsung. 

The first edition most likely was 
hand-written as printing was not yet 
fully developed at that time. 

The first printed edition was un- 
dertaken，by order of Emperor 
Ying-tsung of the Sung dynasty，by 
a group of scholars and medical ex- 
perts headed by Lin Yi. 


Popular 
The book became most popular in 


”the Tang and Sung dynasties and its 


medical prescriptions were widely 
adopted by the common people. 

One copy of the first edition 
found its way to Japan and is pre- 
served at the Uesugi Shrine in 
Yonezawa，northern Japan. It has 
been marked and registered by the 
Japanese government as “national 
treasure”and is believed to be the 
only Northern Sung edition in the 
world . 


The book is different from the 
other ancient Chinese medical 
books such as au- Wer-CAim classic 
and Lin-CHhux-CAhirz classic. The 1at- 
ter two books deal with theoretical 
dissertations and are too difficujt for 
the laymen to comprehend . 

CHier CHir Yao Farg is a collec- 
tion of 5,003 prescriptions for 232 
diseases. 

In its preface， it is pointed out 
that the book deals with women's 
diseases first, and then infantile dis- 
eases and common diseases, includ- 
ing diabetes. 

The ancient collection of Chinese 
medical prescriptions in the Middle 
Age was once reprinted by a famous 
Japanese scholar-doctor Taki Gen- 
ken during the Edo era. Taki was 
descended from another famous Ja- 
panese medical expert，Tanpa 
Yasuyori of the Heian era and au- 
thor of Yzpzzz- 瓦 o。who claimed to 
be the fifth generation offspring of 
Emperor Lin of China's Han dynas- 
ty-. 

Re-edited 

The most ancient collection of 
Chinese medical prescriptions has 
been reedited and reproduced in its 
original form by a Chinese scholar 
in. Japan，Chin Chia. 

The limited edition of 300 copies 
was published by the Mainichi 


35 volumes. The whole set was sold 
for U.S. $1,200 and all the 300 cop- 
ies have been sold out by advance 
subscription. 

Howevyer，the Publisher has re- 
Served a few sets for presentation to 
the _ Palace Museum in Taipei and 
other foreign instituxions，according 
to Sekida Norio of Mainichi Shim- 
bun. 


L.A. CHINESE 
HELP REFUGEES 


LOS ANGELES 一 Chinese 
Americans in Los Angeles have 
donated a greatnumber ofclothes 
and other necessities to Vietnam- 
ese refugees of Chinese 挟 ncestry 
staying temporarily at Camp 
Pendleton in southern Cajlifornia. 

Chang Ju-sho, vice president of 
the Chinese Consolidated Benev- 
olent Association in Los Angeles， 
told the Chinese Information 
Service that there are some 2,000 
Chinese-Vietnamese refugees 
staying at Camp Pendleton. 

Chang said the Chinese com- 
munity in Los Angeles is very 
much concerned about the Viet- 
namese refugees. 

Chang and other Chinese lead- 
ers in Los Angeles had visited the 
camp seven times，bringing 
clothes and other articles donated 
by the Chinese residents in Los 
Angeles.

SAN FRANCISCO 一 California 
Senators Alan Cranston and John V . 
Tunney have introduced legislation

HONG KONG: HAPPY HUNTIN 
GROUND FOR MANY SPIES? 


By FOLK KUHN 


HONG KONG 一 A local Eng- 
lish languaie daily assumes the 
role of a government Spokesman 
in threatening to clamp down on 
visitors from Taiwan on the 
ground that some use Hong Kong 
as a “happy hunting ground for 
their spies. 

BUMBLING 

A deportee in 1967 came back 
from Taiwan and was again de- 
ported recently on the grounds 
that“he was apparently a bum- 
bling spook who tripped over his 
own micro-film, "according to the 
South China Morning Post， 
whose share value is listed in the 
stock market as a purely commer- 
Cial concern. A_ police statement 
added that when Ng Shing-wing 
(Wu Sheng-jung),， 52，was arrest- 
ed, he was found in possession of 
documents with secret codes and 
micro-dots . 

Actualljy，Ng was charged and 
sent back to Taiwan with breach- 
ing a deportation order. He was 
not ferretimng out anything secret 
in and about this British crown 
colony. There is no _ mention of 
violation of the Official Secrets 
Act or a_ similar statute which 
justifies” British authorities in 
ejecting spies. 


The Post said that spies be- 


longing to intelligence services of 
various Countries“wish to snoop 
on China.”Previously Kuomin- 
tang agents “were quietly 
shipped out of Hong Kong.” 
UNWELCOME 
Another country aljeged to 
have been involved in utilizing 
Hong Kong to gather intelligence 
ofChina is Soviet Union , as about 
two years ago a Shanghai Chi- 
nese accused of being in the 
service of the KGB was sent back 
to Soviet Union .Soviet fishing 
fleets have been told they are un- 
welcome. Suspicious administra- 
tors of Russian ballet troupes are 
refused permission to operate. 
Sailors aboard Soviet mer- 
chant ships who were Caught dis- 
tributing propaganda leaflets 
here three years ago “were stern- 
ly told to behave themselves.” 
Latest Soviet “ipfiltration” is 
said to be a plot to win over col-

Sity of Moscow. 

“We are just going to Moscow 
for a week to discuss trends in 
university education，_he said . 

TROTSKYISTS 

Next, Chairman Wu charged in 
a Week-end seminar on_ political 
studies that Trotskyists were stir- 
ring unrest in Hong 有 ong. H 1s 
understood that Trotskyists mean 
extreme radicals Suspected to be 
connected with Moscow. 

Political agitations are inevi- 
table in a metropolis as sensitive 
as Hong Kong. Legally there are 
no Splies operating in this colony， 
which is practically an open book. 
But the local authorites are an- 
Xlous to clear out any visitors who 
are here or pass through in their 
peripheral study not of Hong 
Kong but mainland China. This is 
due to close cooperation between 
London and Peking for mutual 
considerations，which the local 
authorities cherish . 

SHUN 

These clandesktine activities 
alarm the Wah Kiu Yat Po，a 
Chinese language daily，whose 
proprietor is in close touch with 
British officials. In an editorial， 
the paper urged Hong Korng Chi- 
nese not to get involved in 
politics and even to shun discuss- 
ing pojlitics. The warning is open- 
ly directed ”to newspapermen， 
young students，intellectuals...” 
and“those working for foreign- 
erS. 

On the other band，Professor 
Peter Harris, chairman ofthe de- 
partment of Political Science， 
University of Hong Kong，de- 
plored the lack of political inter- 
est among college students and 
urged them in a recent speech to 
involve therinselves elosely in 
pojlitics. Also no Trotskyists are 
known to be jailed despite their 
sporadic dissemination of politi- 
cal jiterature and plastering of 
placards in downtown Hong 
必 ong. 

LE is _ not immediately known 
what students, ifany, are lured to 
visit the Soviet Union. The Wah 
Kiu Yat Po_ editorial warning

Taipei Government Hosts 
Local Communify Leaders

SAN FRANCISCO Last 
month a group of over twenty 
Chinese American leaders of as- 
sociations and organizations 
spent about two weeks in the Re- 
public of China as guests of Tai- 
wan's Overseas Affairs Ministry-. 

Nine members of the delega- 
tion were from San Erancisco, in- 
cluding K. 工 . Woo, vice president 
and manager of the Chinatowmn 
branch of Fidelity Savings and 
Loan. Woo was invited as presi- 
dent of the Sam Yup Association . 

The purpose ofthe tour, accord- 
ing to Woo，was to show the Chi- 
nese Americans ten new indus- 
trial projects being carried on by 
teaiwWan gOYernaaent. The 
delegation met with top officials， 
including Premier Chiang Ching- 
kuo，President Y. KK. Yin，and 
Economics Affairs Minister Y. 9. 
Sun: : 

Woo，who last saw Taiwan in 
1946, was greatly impressed with 
the ecoromic stability and the 
quality ofthe goods produced in a 
labor market that is _ still cheap 
and competitive by Western stan- 
dards. He said that Taiwan offi- 


cials emphasized their movement 
into heavy industrial production， 
a movement which will decrease 
their dependence upon agricul- 
ture and light industry. Woo was 
particularly impressed by con- 
struction of a giant new Port and 
ahuge steel mill. 

On the poljitical front，Woo said 
that Taipei leaders felt that the 
United States“should never give 
Up the Formosa frontier.” He 
said that Taiwan 1S very Con- 
cerned about its relationship with 
the United States and the dele- 
gation held discussion meetings 
each night with representatives 


of the government. Woo did not 


feel he should discuss the content 
ofthose meetings for the record . 
Persomially Woo feels that Mos- 
coOwW presents a greater threat to 
peace in Asia than does Peking. 
Although Taiwan leaders did not 
speak directly ofa Russian threat， 
Woo feels Taiwan is aware of 
Russia's aggressive posture 了 mn 
Asia. Woo had ta return early to 
the United States and missed the 
last phase of the trip，which in- 
cluded atour of a defense facility 
on the islandof Quemoy.

The commutation of sentences 
is applicable to those who com- 
mitted _ crimes before April 16， 
L975 

The statute provides that the 
death sentemnce will be reduced to 
life term, while life imprisonment 
will be cut to terms of 10 to 15 
years depending on the serious- 
ness of the crimes, 

SLASHED 

Other sentences will be slashed 
by half or one-third. 

However, the commutation law 
will not be. applicable to those 
who have been found guilty of 
treason because of their partici- 
pation in the Chinese Communist 
Party. Nor will there be any 
commutation of sentences for 
those guilty of serious offenses in 
corruption Or gra 世 . 

Other major crimes which have 
beem excluded from the act of 
mercy include robbery，murder， 
rape，arson，kidnapping，Ppatri- 
cide and other serious crimes. 

The statute also stipulates that 
计 those whose sentences -are 
reduced this time commit crimes 
within five years, their commuta- 
tion will be revoked.
